homesite. 

When asked about the federal 
expenditures, the White House 
said Sunday: “All of the work 
[ done at the western White 
I House as listed in the AP story 
| was requested by the Secret 
| Service for the protection of the 
/President. If the Associated 
j Press has a recommendation to 
i make to the Secret Service as 
I to how the President and his 
family should ’be protected, the 
AP should outline those sugges- 
ftions at the same time that it 
| carries a story which implies 
| that the President has im- 
Jp roved his property at the ex- 
pense of the government.” 



A spokesman for the Secret 
Service in Washington said of 
the listings: “We recommended 
all of those items for the com- 
pound.” 

The White House would not 
provide a breakdown on the 
$123,514 figure it gave on Fri- 
day in a statement disclosing 
that Nixon had sold all hut 5.9 
acres of the 29-acre tract to Ab- 
planalp in December, 1970. 

The complex transaction took 
place 18 months after Abpla- 
nalp had loaned Nixon $625,000 
to help him with the initial pur- 
chase of the property adjacent 
to a Coast Guard station where 
the western White House now is 
located. 

That 1969 loan was cancelled 
in the subsequent transaction 
which left Nixon with a net in- 
vestment of $374,514 for the 
I house and 5.9 acres and Abpla- 
nalp with an investment of $1.2 
million for the rest of the prop- 
erty. 

The entire tract, including 
the portion owned by Abpla- 
nalp, remains under Secret 
Service guard. And w'hile the 
White House won’t say specific- 
ally which portion of the over- 
all tract is now owned by Ab- 
planalp, it is apparent that 
some of the federally financed 
improvements are on land he 1 
currently owns. f 

An examination of records in 




the city of San Clemente’s 
building department and sub- 
sequent interviews- with White 
House arid other federal offi- 
cials disclosed that the im- 
provements included: 

—A $42,500 eight-foot-tall 
brick and concrete "block wall 
stretching for about 1,400 feet 
around three sides of the prop- 
erty. The White House did not

ing of federally financed im- 
provements, saying most of it 
was on Coast Guard property. 
But city officials say building 
permits are not required for 
work on federal property, and 
one was obtained for the wall. 

—An $11,561 six-foot redwood 
fence that extends for about 800 
feet between the Nixon-Abpla- 
nalp property and the beach. 

1 A $13,500 electric heating 
system in the Nixon home a 
Replacement for the previous 
heating system which officials 
deemed a “security risk.” 

■ A $12,964 glass wind screen 
^installed alongside the Presi- 
dent's swimming pool. The 
[glass is one and one-fourth 
anches thick and is bullet proof. 

* —A $3,360 storage shed with 

E ucco walls to blend into the 
’chitecture of the President’s 
;tate. 

[ , —A $2,000 cabana on the I 
[beach beneath Nixon’s house 1 
[near a redwood crossover on 
the railroad tracks separating 
the beach from the estate. The 
crossover is complete with 
small red warning lights to sig- 
nal if a train is approaching. 

_ —Asphalt paving costing $1,- 
500 to link the President’s home 
with the adjacent western 
White House. 

—Three gazebos and a gate- 
house costing an estimated $22,- 
000 and used by security per- 
sonnel who guard the presiden- 
tial property.
